REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


The organization of the Board for the past year has been: Chair- 
man, W.H. Walbridge; Secretary and Treasurer, E. M. Smith. 
The work of general superintendence of the schools, the hiring of 
teachers, purchase of school supplies, and all matters heretofore 
committed to the prudential committees of the several school dis- 
tricts, have been performed by the Board. Acting under the 


Town System, 


which came into operation at the beginning of the present school 
year, the Board has aimed to carry out the provisions of the new 
law, and secure, in a measure, the benefits to be derived under it, 
without instituting any radical. changes in the methods and man- 
agement of the schools. Believing, however, that fewer schools, 

and better, is the end to be aimed at under the town system, secur- 
ing for all the pupils of the town, so far as practicable, the same 
educational advantages, it was considered best to reduce the num- 
ber of schools outside of the village to five. Only two schools 
were discontinued, however, which would have been maintained 
under the district system, viz.: No. 5 and No. 8. A portion of the 
pupils of No. 5 attended the school named in the tabular statement 
‘‘Valley School,” taught by Miss Nahor, and others were placed in 
the ‘‘North” school. Owing to some dissatisfaction which existed 
among the inhabitants of what was formerly Dist. No. 8, the Board 
was unable to make any arrangement that would be mutually sat- 
isfactory to all parties for the accommodation of the pupils of that 
neighborhood. The result was that only one pupil attended the 
summer term of school at the “North.” The notion prevails with 
some that in case a school is discontinued, the Board of Education 
is under legal obligations to provide means of conveyance for the 
pupils to attend some other school, whether the distance to that 
school be longer or shorter. Whereas, the law requires every 
child of school age, living within two miles by traveled highway of 
a place in which a public school is taught, to attend school at least 
twelve weeks each year. While a certain per cent. of the school 
money may be used for the purpose of defraying the expense of 


i) 


carrying to and from school, those pupils who live at an unreason- 
able distance from the places where attendance is required, the 
Board does not consider that it is warranted in providing convey- 
ance, at the expense of the town, for pupils living within the two 
mile limit, nor in maintaining a school for a half dozen pupils who 
can be provided for at much less cost somewhere else. 


CHANGE IN GRADED AND HiGH SCHOOLS. 


By the employment of an assistant teacher in the High school, 
and the transfer of a portion of the Grammar school scholars to 
that department, the condition of the lower grades has been im- 
proved somewhat. Yet, notwithstanding the change which added 
another teacher to the Primary departmept, the number of pupils 
registered in the two Primary schools for the first term was one 
hundred and fourteen, while the other departments show no de- 
crease in numbers. The present arrangement is the best that the 
Board could devise, and yet it is by no means satisfactory. The 
number of different pupils that, have taken the High school course 
of studies is thirty-three. The number pursuing the Grammar 
school course under the principal of the High school and his assist- 
ant has been twenty-two. Slight changes have been made in the 
High school course of study, by which the standard for admission 
has been raised. The studies pursued during the first year in the 
High school were properly a part of the Grammar school course. 
The only effect of the change is to draw the line between the two 
grades where it should be drawn. It will not take a. pupil any 
longer time to complete the entire course than before. 


LENGTH OF SCHOOLS AND NUMBER OF TERMS. 


It is the opinion of the Board that the number of weeks which 
each school should be in session should be uniform through- 
out the town. Three terms of ten weeks each, annually, is recom- 
mended as best adapted to meet the wants and requirements of the 
pupils. If this seems to some to be more than is required for the prop- 
er education of the rising generation, we would simply call attention 
to the fact that the average school life of pupils now is much short- 
er than formerly. It is rarely that one finds in the public schools of 
today a pupil whose age is over fifteen—except those who take an 
advanced course of study as a preparation for college, or some other 
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higher institution of learning. From seven to fourteen, or a period 
of seven years, is about the length of the school life of modern pu- 
pils. They do not get anv more weeks schooling now than for- 
merly, when there were two terms of ten or twelve weeks each, 
annually, and boys and girls attended the winter term of school 
antil they were twenty years of age. 

It was found necesary to close all the village schools at the end of 
the seventh week of the winter term, owing to an epidemic which 
prevailed among the scholars. 


EXPENSES. 

The total expenditure for schools for the year has been in round 
humbers $3000, as compared with $2750 for the preceding year, 
The salary of the assistant teacher of the High school was $240. 
Adding to this the amount paid for cleaning and repairing school 
buildings, which is no inconsiderable item, it will be seen that the ex- 
pense of maintaining the schools for the year 1886 is less, proportion- 
ally, than for 1885. Whole number of weeks of school in 1885, 254. In 
1886 it was 251. Average expense of the current expenses for each 
enrolled scholar for 1885, exclusive of those taking the High school 
course of studies, $4.33, as compared with $4.71 for the year 1886, 
showing an increase in the current expenses for each pupil of 
$0.38. But it is the opinion of the Board of Education that the ad- 
ditional expense has been more than compensated for in the im- 
proved educational facilities afforded to pupils. 


CONDITION OF SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


The town owns eleven school houses. These, with the lots which 
they occupy, and all the furniture, maps, globes and fixtures be- 
longing thereto, were appraised by the selectmen, one year ago, at 
$7783.68. This is not a very creditable showing for a town with a 
taxable property of one and one-half million of dollars. It is use 
less, perhaps, to urge the necessity which exists for providing one 
or more new buildings for school purposes. Such an appeal ought not 
to be needed. The facts speak for themselves. Whatever else the 
town has, or may need, its first and most imperative want is better 
school accommodations for its more than four hundred children of © 
school age.

CONCLUSION. 


In submitting this report of the year’s work, and the changes 
which have been made in the number of schools, and the length of 
terms of each, we wish it to be understood that no definite plans 
have been adopted or matured for the management of the schools 
in the future. The plan under which the work of the past year 
has been carried on is subject to amendment. If it can be shown 
that the educational interests of the town as a whole, or of any part 
of it, can be better served by a different policy, it will receive the 
hearty approval of the Board, and, if practicable, be carried out. 
The support of seven schools thirty weeks each, including the High 
school, employing the services of ten teachers, would require an 
annual expenditure slightly in excess of the present appropriation 
for school purposes. The additional sum which it would be neces- 
sary to raise and appropriate would be small, not exceeding $500 
annually. The benefits to be derived from a uniform system of 
grading, which is not practicable under the present arrangement, 
would greatly enhance the usefulness of the schools.

SELECTMEN S REPORT. 


We herewith respectfully submit a report of the financial tran- 
sactions and standing of all the departments having disbursements 
made by our orders on the Treasurer. 


Upon petition, we have laid out a highway from Vale street to 
land of Jeremiah Reagan, at the southwest corner of Putnam Grove. 


We have taken possession, for the town, of all school property in 
the several districts, and have also remitted back to each tax payer , 
his proportion of the school property in his district. 


We have exceeded the appropriation for bridges and railings. 
The abutments of two bridges on the Greenfield road were rebuilt, 
and three drain pipes have been put down to carry the water from 
the streets, one from Railroad street to the river, one from Main 
street to the canal near the town hall, one from Concord street to 
the river near the house of Luke Tarbox. These have been charged 
to the account of bridges and railings. 


The fire department, by purchasing a carriage for ladders, and 
by expending $75 for hose, exceeded their appropriation $33.85. 


The grove committee and selectmen thought it advisable to ex- 
tend the wall on the bank of the river in the Grove, and put an iron 
rail upon said wal) for a fence, at an expense of about $160. The 
town does not raise any money for this account, but the money de- 
rived from the license of dogs is appropriated to it by the by- 
laws. There are dogs enough in town not licensed to more than 
pay the deficiency.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CEMETERIES. 





To THE SELECTMEN OF PETERBOROUGH: 


The committee on cemeteries, at the commencement of their 
term of service, found a more than usual amount ot work await- 
ing their supervision, from the fact that but very little had been 
done the previous year. In Pine Hill cemetery it was deemed ex- 
pedient to right up and repair the fence nearly around the entire 
enclosure. We also caused the trees in those portions used to be 
trimmed, and a large amount of underbrush cut and burned. 

The fund set apart for improvement in our judgment being suf- 
ficient, we entered upon such as should be permanent. Pine Ave- 
nue from River Entrance to Highland Entrance in the upper lot— 
Willow Avenue from Pine to Valley Entrance—Poplar Avenue 
around Prospect Mound, also Cherry Avenue, beginning near Val- 
ley Entrance and running over the hill to Pine Avenue, we caused 
to be laid out and graded suitably for carriage drives. We also 
laid out and numbered 33 desirable lots on either side of Cherry 
Avenue. . 


It being a necessity, in the opinion of the committee, that an 
abundant supply of water should be secured for all parts of the 
cemetery, they committed themselves to the enterprise, and after a 
thorough investigation purchased a spring of Milton E. Osborn, 
which he conveyed to the town by deed. ‘This water has been con- 
‘veyed in an aqueduct a distance of 200 rods, supplying both the up- 
per and lower parts of the cemetery, and giving a surplus of water 
sufficient to supply the Village cemetery whenever the town shall 
deem it expedient to convey it thence. 


Owing to the heavy ice storms of the previous winter, the pines 
in the old cemetery were badly broken, and the entire yard strewn 
with broken limbs and twigs. We had these and much of the un- 
derbrush cut and cleared away. 


In the Village cemetery there was much that needed the attention 
of the committee. Prior to Decoration Day the leaves and brush 
were cleared away, and such headstones as had fallen were righted 
up and many of them re-set in their sockets—the expense which 
was incurred therefor being paid by the friends where they could 
be found; otherwise by the town. 


The committee would recommend that Art. V of the. by-laws be 
so amended as to authorize the cemetery committee to sell lots at 
any time when there is a demand for them, and fix the value to be 
placed upon them, in addition to that now fixed by the town. 

The committee would further recommend that the town appropri- 


ate the sum of one hundred dollars for further improvements in 
Pine Hill cemetery during the current year.

7. To see if the town will vote to replace one or more of the wooden 
bridges with stone or iron bridges, and raise and appropriate money for 
the same. 


8. To see if the town will appropriate towards repairing any of the 
school houses or building anew school house, the amount of the bond and 
money turned over to the town by school districts numbers 1, 3, 4 and 9, 
and also by the town of Hancock, or take any other action in relation 
to said bond and money. 


9. To see what action the town will take to provide a suitable place for 
the safe keeping and preservation of the public records and other docu- 
ments of said town, raise and appropriate money for the same. 


10. To see what sum of money the town will raise and appropriate 
towards paying the town debt. 


11. To see what sum of money the town will raise and appropriate to- 
wards paying the ten thousand dollars borrowed to alter and repair the 
town hall building. 
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12. To see what provision the town will make for a room for the town 
officers. 


13 To see if the town will vote to have the invoice and taxes of the 
town printed in pamphlet form for distribution, and raise and appropri- 
ate money for the same.
